—The new postal delivery law com 
mences on Friday of this week, the first 
day of October. 
On that day every town, 
however small, has a delivery post office, 
and all the mail matter containing the 
proper ten cent stamp, whether letters, 
newspapers, or parcels, as T he Tele­ 
graph u nderstands it, mu st be delivered 
if addressed to a person living within one 
mile of the office. The law in many respects 
will be a very convenient arrangement 
for the people bu t we can imagine cases 
where it wou ld be very Inconvenient and 
annoying to the postal officials. 
Parties 
u sing the special delivery stamp will bear 
in mind that it pays no part of the pos- 
tage, and that it is a stamp of special de­ 
sign, not the regu lar ten-cent stamp. No 
provision has been made for Su nday de­ 
livery, as the bu siness has not demanded 
it; bu t it is ex pected, not later lhan No­ 
vember 1st, to give the system attention 
seven days per week.

Speaking on this su bject to me he said: “I 
long cherished the idea of starting a weekly 
pajx *r, giving the news anil also being devoted 
to the spiritu al wants of tho people—that is, 
advocating every good cau se. I lx *gan it in 
Montreal in 1845 with a circu lation of 800. 
I was told by nearly every person that fi daily 
sold for one cent wou ld not su cceed. I hesi­ 
tated to begin tho daily u ntil isijo, when tho 
Prince of W ales visited Canada. I cou ld not 
get any boys to sell it at first. 
I finally su c­ 
ceeded, and the sales ran u p to several 
thou sand daily, an u nheard of thing in Mon­ 
treal, ’ Abou t six teen years ago Mr. Dou gall 
came hero to try and get tho religions week­ 
lies to start a daily edition. 
They refu sed, 
and ho finally started one himself, bu t, liko 
rJ ho \\ orl l when ru n as a religiou s daily, it 
proved a failu re. It finally gave u p the daily 
ghost, bu t still continu es as a weekly.— Cor.

v oted b y Repub lican congresses to railroad 
corporations; commends popular education; 
sympathises with lab or iu its contest with 
capital; fav ors a reduction of the pub lic deb t 
Mid emphasizes the heroic 
work of Gladstone 
and Parnell in their struggle to secure the 
natural right of self-gov ernment for the Irish 
people. 
Nominations for gov ernor were then de­ 
clared in order, and when the name of Judge 
Rob ert F. Green, of Essex, was mentioned 
the cheers that greeted it foretold the result 
of the b allot.

Texas fev er at the stock yards. Officer Lamb 
condemned the cattle at Bridgeport Satur­ 
day and Sunday; he located the remainder 
at the yards.

were slaughtered Monday under the inspec­ 
tion of Lamb.

THE MURDER OF CHILDREN. 


“ Mourner*“ That or© Not Burdened With 
Sorrow—To Save Ex pense. 
Persons living cn West Madison street will 
notice that there is almost every hour of the 
day a small funeral en route to a cemetery 
ly ing a few miles west of the city . These 
‘‘processions” consist of one carriage, or 
two, and occasionally they reach tho dignify 
of having as many as three in line. There is 
never any hearse; and the only indication 
that a burial is in prospect is to be found in 
a small, plain, wooden box , which is carried 
on the footboard of tho driver’s seat on the 
first carriage. 
The “ mourners” do not seem overwhelmed 
with sorrow. There ore alway s a woman or 
or two and some men, and now and then some 
children. The men smoko pipes and appear 
to be enjoy ing the trip; the women gossip 
with tearless ey es, and appear as if th ey were 
bound to tho woods for a picnic. 
Th o ticer 
saloons at and bey ond tho limits are patron­ 
ized on tho outward and inward 
journey, 
1 hero U 110 grief, no appearance of distress, 
no indication of sorrow or regret. 
ihis rusty hack with its rough, w’oodcn 
box , its unclean driver, and its tearless, pi1Hj- 
smoking “ mourners,” is one of the factors 
connected with the infant mortality for w hich 
( hicago is so famous. It is tho vehicle which 
plies between certain homes and the grave­ 
y ard, and in a sense it is tho cart of a scaven­ 
ger. The infant material which it carries 
bey ond the town to bury , as is done with 
other forms of offal, is as willingly sent away 
from tho various houses as if it were so mueii 
refuse, and with os littlo regret. Civilization 
is horrified over tho custom of savage tribes 
who toss their aged relatives out to die when 
they lieeomo useless, but civilization docs not 
even reprehend os vile a custom which pre­ 
vails in its midst. Hero in Chicago infant 
murder is carried on almost by wholesale and 
without hindrance. 
There is in this city a very large population, 
mostly or wholly foreign by nativity , among 
whom child murder is as common as eating 
and sleeping. Among them each sickly child 
is slain by a process os certain os poison. If 
it is the least weakly at birth it is at once aban­ 
doned to death. 
It is not actually , per­ 
haps, strangled, but it is refused attention, 
medicine and nourishment, and thus is « assas­ 
sinated as certainly os if tho work were done 
with a knife. Whether or not a newiy -born 
child should be nourished and cared for or al­ 
lowed to die depends wholly on its phy sical 
condition. The question is purely one of dol­ 
lars and cents; if the child is aiiing, it will 
not jiay to rear it; it can not be of assistance 
when it grows up, and its maintenance will 
be a useless ex pense. 
Tbero is a suggestion of Spartan ism in this 
disposal of weakly infants, but it is based on 
a different motive. The ancients slew in order 
to strengthen the race; these people destroy to 
save the ex pense of medicine, to prevent tho 
support of ailing children, and to secure 
strong assistants in the future work of money 
getting. There are peoplo who will concludo 
that the more this class destroy s its y oung tho 
better for society and civilization. Neverthe­ 
less, the ex istence of the practice of allowing 
the ailing to die simply to avoid the trouble 
and ex pense of caring for them is brutal, de­ 
grading and a scandal to tlio community in 
which it has ex istence.—Chicago Times.

Th ere may lie a [Kit to boil 
th o dinner; if so, it may also serve to boil 
th e family wash ing.

\\ h at Brooklynite h appening in th o vicinity 
of th o city h all daily h as failed to notice a 
tall, well-dressed individual carry ing a cornet 
under h is arm? If th o observer be curious 
and take th o pains to watch th o owner of th o 
cornet h o will find th at musician, for such h o 
is, will take a position in Fulton street, be­ 
tween Adams street and Myrtle avenue, and 
after many flourish es will plav th o opening 
notes of some popular melody of th o day. A 
reporter, in company with a score of Filers, 
listened to th e street musician wh ile h e p(*r- 
formed selections from th e “Mikado” and “La 
Traviata.” Th e impromptu concert was not 
confined to popular music, by any means. 
Wh en th e cornetist h ad worked th o block for 
all it was worth lie made Ins way to a neigh ­ 
boring saloon, wh ere lie was found by th e re- 
portcr seated at a table, quailing a glass of 
beer with apparent relish . He said: 
TRYING THE “STREET ACT.” 
“Two y ears ago I was a member of a th ea­ 
ter orch estra iu Now York, but losing my 
ix jsition and being at my wits’ ends to earn a 
living, I concluded to 
try tho ‘street act.’ 
Does it pay ? Well, y es; although I suppose 
a steady job would pay better. 
When in an 
orchestra I received $30 per week, but in tho 
summer I have made nearly twice that sum 
in tho same space of time. I have just re­ 
turned from a tour of the watering places, 
in bar a tog a I passed two weeks, during which 
X made $05. 
I put up at a cheap boarding 
house and saved my money .

Branch I didn t do so well, but managed to 
pay ex penses.

Tho streets of Asheville are wonderfully 
quaint and picturesque. They are so, partly 
by virtue of their uiilikeuess to any thing else 
with which the northern visitor, accustomed 
to industry , thrift and tho life and stir of 
business, is familiar. Poverty and content­ 
ment go hand in hand. Yonder a barefoot 
darkey , with erownless hat and dilapidated 
trousers, chaffering with a country man over 
ft watermelon, “ composes” well, but tho 
Anglo-Sax on seems an alien element. Pic 
turesquenes* is not his forte. He is lean and 
scrawny , while Cuffey is fat and shining. 
Guffey ’s tones and laugh are mellow and 
unctuous; the soul of good nature and 
love of ease flow through thorn. The coun­ 
try man sjK*aks with a sad and gentle drawl. 
Ho may not know it, but ho was made for 
better things than to pick tho banjo and lie 
with his feet to the fire. 
His wifo and daugh ters—th ere are th ree 
of th e latter—aro all tall, th in, angular, with 
no h int of womanly grace in th eir forms and 
little in th eir faces. Th ey aro so lean th at 
th eir dresses fit, as th e old saying h as it, “like 
a sack 011 a bean pole.” Each h as a bit of 
wood th ree or four inch es long sticking out 
of h er mouth . Th ere is, or h as boon, snuff 011 
th e unseen end of it. {Sometimes you may 
seo a brown rivulet of th o snuff juice me­ 
andering down th eir ch in. Some of th ese 
p« ior women, h owever, aro evidently indus­ 
trious, and as clean as a filth y h abit, wh ich 
is almost universal, will allow th em to be. 
If it is a brigh t day —and by far th e greater 
number of th o day s are brigh t iti th is genial 
climate—th ere aro from fifty to a h undred of 
th em in a town. Some liavo walked in— 
th ree, five, eigh t miles—with a few quarts of 
berries, a few apples, potatoes, ch ickens, th e 
aggregate of th eir goods probably worth less 
th an.?

A CALICO DRESS. 
Oth ers h i vo come in th o country teams, 
long, low, canvas-covered “Pennsylvania wag­ 
ons,” sitting in splint ch airs, drawn by mules, 
or, possibly, by steers. 
Th ey wear calico 
dresses and calico ca[» e-bonnets. Th ey never 
h ad any th ing better th an a calico dress—not 
one in a h undred of th em—In all th eir lives. 
Not one in a h undred of th em can rend or 
write. Not one in a h undred ever attended 
sch ool th ree month s. Th ey stand about at th e 
street corners, gazing at th e pnssersby with 
wide, staring, incurious eyes. Th ey “trade” 
at th e general store th eir nig carpeting, th eir 
tallowy butter, th eir h omespun y arns for to­ 
bacco, Rio coffee, calico of gay colors. Th ey 
sit about on upturned boxes in th e stores, 
th eir trading finish ed, till it pleases pater­ 
familias to start for h ome. Not infrequently 
you may see one 011 eith er side of th o h usband 
or broth er, wh o h as got at th e bar-room close 
by more th an I10 can carry , supporting h is 
staggering steps, and h oisting h im into th o 
wagon, wh ere h e lies in th«* straw upon th e 
floor wh ile th e women drive h ome.
